entirely the property of the Jeſuits, who ſubſiſt them 
out of it only in the plaineſt and coarſeſt manner; 
that theſe fathers are exceſſively wealthy, and that 
not only the churches, as they themſelves allow, 
ſhine with precious metals, but alſo that their houſes 
are ſuperb palaces, full of coſtly furniture, and even 
glitter with coverings of gold ; and this ſeems far the 
probable. However, we muſt allow the ſociety to 
have proved themſelves able legiſlators, and at leaſt 
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« jt is (certain all the lands and property 
being in their hands) they can become 


0 ſo. when they pleaſe; but to give an 
<« anſwer-that may ſtop theſe mens mouths. 
Whatever they do poſſeſs, which, I will 
& own, is conſiderable, and whatever they 
E may poſſeſs in this land, which is both 
< naturally and morally a' paradiſe, and 
and land of promiſe, ſurely they muſt 
be allowed abundantly to deſerve it all; 
ſince by their means alone Wenn 
worth poſſeſſing. R 
Thus have I finiſhed my deſcription; 
and have been the more exact in giving 
you this account, that it may ſerte td 
© furniſh you with an idea of the grandeur 
of their deſigns, and extenſiveneſs of 
* their plans, which; however, could never 
* have been brought to fuch perfection, 
* if they had not always taken care to 
have ranked men of wit and wealth

After this, Gonſalvo proceeded to in-

But, 
in order to give a better idea of the nature 
of theſe fathers, it may not be amiſs, in 
this place, to give an account of their 
primary inſtitution in its origin, which 
will be neceſſary, if the reader has not 
ſeen it; and if he has, will ſerve to re- 
freſh his memory. 
lenaTivs LovolA, the founder of this 
famous ſociety, was originally but an ig- 
norant perſon, who having a leg broken, 
and thereby being rendered unfit for the 
ſervice, got his diſcharge, and, from a ſol- 
dier became a notorious devotee. e then 
firſt began to way grammar, and apply 
himſelf

| himſelf to the languages.! In order ta be 


aocounted à holy man, and to gain the 
applauſes of the ignorant multitude, he 
went barefooted, and adopted ſuch a 
ſtrange manner of living, as occaſioned 
him to be ridiculed by the ſtudients of Sa- 
Jamanca,; and other - colleges in Spain. 
Pereeci ving this, he travelled into France, 

and, arriving at Paris, met with a better 
reception. He there joined: ten compa - 
nies, with whom he ſet out for Italy, in 
che year 1537, being about ſixteen years 
aſter he had obtained his diſcharge from 
the army. It was in the popedom of 
Paul III. that his ſociety, called Jeſuits, 
were firſt known in Italy, though they did 
not gain ground there without much op- 
aſſembled at Rome, they received the 
privilege of hearing confeſſions, and ob- 
tained a confirmation of their eſtabliſn- 
ment from the holy ſee; In 1g40, they had 
a licence granted them to augment; their 
company from ten to the number of ſixty 
perſons. Three years afterwards, another 
liconce was given them, to receive as many 
ai. as

as they would; and in the year 1545; the 
ſame pope Paul III. whom we have men- 
tioned, granted to their ſociety all thoſe 
privileges which at preſent they enjoy). 

Their founder Ignatius afterwards built 
in Rome the college of Alemain, to in- 
ſtruct, as he ſaid, the youth of that city: 
and to guard them againſt the errors of 
what be termed Lutheran hereſy. This 
extraordinary man, from ſo ſmall a be- 
ginning, lived to ſee ſix provincials of his 
own infſtiturion, and more than ſeventy 
colleges, and died at Rome in the year of 
our Lord 1546, and in the ſixty- firſt of 
his own age, being twenty-four years after 
his firſt ſetting out for Italy, with his ten 
companions, and eleven from its eſta- 
bliſhment by pope Paul III. 

Such was the rapid progreſs which this 
ſe& made in the Chriſtan church, by the 
unwearied aſſiduity of its founder, who, at 
the firſt, ſuffered a. kind of martyrdom by 
the ſcorn aud cenſures of his oppoſers, and 
the obſtacles which they were perpetually 
throwing in his way; but having at laſt 
gained his end, he left behind him a ſo-
